Christmas Hampers to be Given 
Needy; Fire Fighting Equipment 
to be Purchased. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Aboussafy, Coun¬ 
cillors Cox, Lowe, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

Jimmy Evans was present to en¬ 
quire into council’s protest regard¬ 
ing two Greyhound busses parking 
on main street at the same time 
and almost parallel with each other. 
Mr. Evans explained that snow and 
ice on the street at theT present 
time caused the bus drivers to park 
further from the curb than was 
usually the case, but once the snow 
and ice had gone, the drivers would 
be able to drive closer to th e curb 
and when this was done there was 
sufficient space between the busses 
to allow normal traffic to drive 
past at a minimum risk of accident. 

It was agreed that Mr. Evans ad¬ 
vise the bus drivers to drive closer 
to the curb. The anticipated heavy 
tourist traffic this summer was 
also ‘discussed and mention made 
that it will not be unusual to see 
half a dozen busses in Coleman at 
one time. When this occurs coun¬ 
cil asked Mr. Evans that he have 
busses park along the west side of 
his depot as well as in front so that 
adequate space may always be 
available for the normal passage 
of auto traffic through main street. 
Council emphasized the fact that 
they were not complaining about 
the bus company’s busses in town, 
but wanted to eliminate any possi¬ 
ble chance of accident due to driv¬ 
ers’ vision being obscured by busses 
parked too close to the centre of 
the street. 

Tbe question of parallel pafking 
was given a few moments discus¬ 
sion and then left till the new 
year, when it will come in for a 
full dressed debate, 

Coleman Tailor & Cleaners was 
given permission to place a “no 
parking” sign at the east end of 
its premises on main street. The 
proprietor had already advised the 
mayor that the car would not be 
parked in front of his premises 
during the Greyhound bus sched¬ 
uled stop in town enroute west and 
which usually parks in front of the 
dry cleaners. 

A letter was received from the 
War Assets Corporation at Van¬ 
couver stating that a fire siren of 
the type required by council was 
not available at the present time. 

Confirmation that two Old Age 
pensioners had received their first 
cheques was received by council. 

A letter was received from the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board 
that members of the recently or¬ 
ganized fire fighters brigade had to 
be covered by compensation. 

A letter received from the Polish 
Society of Brotherly Aid asking 
council for a donation to the fed¬ 
eral campaign which seeks $250,000 
to set up mobile hospitals for the 
relief of Polish citizens in the home 
land. $10 was granted. 

The annual fee to the Provincial 
Municipal Association was author¬ 
ized paid. 

A report was received from the 
MedicaL Health Officer for the 
month of November. It revealed 
that there had been a few cases of 
chicken pox and measles. Gripe 
was fairly prevalent. Three more 
cases of syphilis were reported. 
Sanitation throughout town was 


normal. 

Constable Antle submitted his | 
monthly report. Four fire practices 
had been made with a goodly turn ( 
out of fire fighters at them all. , 
Wages for these practices totalled ] 
$32.50. 

In the report it was stated that , 
$1,000 of equipment was required. 

As a result two expanders, one 
measuring 244” and one 144”, and 
a fog nozzle 144” were authorized 
to be purchased. These spanners 
will salvage quite a lot of hose 
which is not usable in its present 
state. 

The report also revealed that the 
hydrant nearby Dave Gillespie’s 
residence would not drain properly 
and had to be repaired. Easier ac- 
i cess was asked in order to get to 
\ the hydrant near the J. J. McIn¬ 
tyre residence. The report also 
revealed that in one place in 
town the truck had to be pushed 
up a hill. A report from a local 
garage stated that the lights on 
the truck were not worth fixing. 

At Councillor Wilson’s sugges¬ 
tion council will make enquiry this 
week regarding the purchase of a 
new ton and a half truck chassis. 

It is fully expected that the town 
will have priority and once the 
new truck is secured it will be 
made into a fire truck. Enquiry will 
be at the local garages. 

The ash question was discussed. 
Councillor Wilson reported that an 
order had” been placed through 
Crows’ Nest Pass Motors for a 
truck by Mr. Martland. The garage 
had wired Oshawa asking that 
should a suitable truck be in any 
show room between Oshawa and 
the Pass that it be shipped to 
^.pieman and that it would be re¬ 
placed by Mr. Martland’s truck 
once it came off the assembly line 
at Oshawa. Since ashes are piling 
up throughout town and the back 
alleys of the business section were 
a disgrace it was decided that the 
Works & Property committee, town 
foreman Joe Malanchuk and Mr. 
Martland come to a working agree¬ 
ment and that the town truck be 
used to help alleviate the situation. 
The business section is to be 
cleaned first, as it was untouched 
last month. 

Council will follow the practice 
of past years of presenting Christ¬ 
mas hampers to the needy. Town 
employees will be given their cus¬ 
tomary Christmas presents. Coun¬ 
cil’s appreciation of the RCMP 
Blairmore detachment’s co-opera¬ 
tion with the local police will be 
shown in the form of a Christmas 
gift to Sgt. Mudiman and his staff. 

A questionnaire was received 
pertaining to the local airfield. 
Mayor Aboussafy will supply the 
nkiessary information. 

MAIN STREET CHRISTMAS 
TREES BEING MOLESTED 

Some person or persons unknown 
have been guilty of trying to tear 
down the Christmas trees which at 
present decorate main street. Trees 
nearby the vendor’s store, Jimmie’s 
Coffee Shop and The Friendly Store 
have been found on the ground by 
Town Foreman Malanchuk. Since 
the trees are held in place by wire 
the guilty persons have to exert 
quite a bit of strength in order to 
pull them down. Should they be 
caught they will be promptly 
brought into court on a charge of 
destroying public property.

When Christ, the true 
Giver of Righteousness, illumined 
that very same district, it was nat¬ 
ural that Matthew should see the 
ultimate fulfilment of the prophesy 
\’hich Isaiah, unconscious of the 
wonderful fulfilment which awaited 
his words, had uttered’’ (One Volume 
Commentary). 

The Coming Prince of Peace, Isaiah 
9.6, 7. For unto us, of our own race, 
of the house of David, a child shall 
be born. His name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, Mighty God, 
Everlasting Father, Prince of Peace. 

The ideal ’’Shier whom Isaiah has 
been describing^ to be of the line¬ 
age of David and his kingdom is to 
be upheld with justice and righteous¬ 
ness for ever. This expectation was 
not fulfilled by any king who ever 
sat on the throne of David. “In the 
literal sense it was not fulfilled by 
Jesus. He fulfilled not this nor any 
other definite prediction; but he ful¬ 
filled the grand prophetic thought 
that underlay them all; and as the 
supreme Manifestation of the Divine 
in the human, he became the perfect 
Saviour of universal humanity. As 
for Isaiah, he must still be counted 
a prophet, because his teaching, 
though imperfect, was in line with 
what now appears to have been the 
divine .purpose, and therefore calcu¬ 
lated to prepare his people for all the 
blessings of the old covenant, and 
finally for the advent of the Incar¬ 
nate Redeemer” (Mitchell).

Terrible Threat 

Bacteriological Warfare Is A Greater 
Menace to Mankind Than The 
Atomic Bomb 

A new and terrible threat to the 
safety of mankind—surpassing even 
the atomic bomb as a danger—was 
reliably understood to lie be¬ 
hind the urgent desire of the United 
States, Britain and Canada to inter¬ 
nationalize all scientific knowledge 
which might be used in warfare. 

The new horror, described as more 
destructive and terrifying than the 
atomic bomb, is bacteriological war¬ 
fare which reliable sources say has 
been developed to the point where it 
could play a major part in any new 
conflict. 

It has been known to allied scient¬ 
ists that for the last 18 months or 
two years of the Second Great War, 
at least one power extended and per¬ 
fected knowledge of lethal bacterio¬ 
logical research to a point where it 
ranks in the catalogue of impending 
"secret weapons’’ which soon will be 
ready for mass use. 

It is not knewn what specific coun¬ 
try is responsible for development of 
the new weapon but State Secretary 


Byrnes hinted openly at its terrible 
threat in a broadcast. 

He declared: “There will be no pro¬ 
tection against bacteriological war¬ 
fare, even a more frightful method!

Everything Is Unionized Excepting 
Work In The Home 

The Brantford Expositor publishes 
this rather detached view contained 
in a letter to The Editor of a weekly 
Ontario newspaper: 

“Did it ever occur to you men who 
are doing so much chewing about 
working a few hours what poor, help¬ 
less fools you would be if the house¬ 
wives laid down their brooms and 
their dish-rags and went on strike 
for a forty-hour week? . . . You men, 
who are so crazy about unions, why 
not bring the union into your own 
homes? You take one shift, the wife 
another, and the kids take the third. 
Sounds silly, doesn’t it? If you 
haven't any kids bring in a girl or 
another woman to take the extra 
shift. This will take up all the slack 
in female unemployment. Be sure 
you pay them union wages. After 
all, everything seems to be unionized, 
standardized or controlled, except¬ 
ing housewives and their labors. Wo¬ 
men, you've got the franchise: Why 
don’t you go but while the pot is 
boiling and get a housewives’ union 
with standard hours and pay and 
vacations each year, according to ] 


In a payroll pamphlet insert issued 
by the League's Industrial Division 
in connection with the recent addi¬ 
tion of several new posters to its in¬ 
dustrial health plan, it is stated that 
whole wheat bread contains liberal 
quantities of energy - producing 
starches, most of the important “B” 
vitamins, some necessary minerals, 
and a fair amount of protein to sup¬ 
plement that obtained from animal 
products. 

The pamphlet also advises the eat¬ 
ing of liberal quantities of energy 
foods at breakfast, and states that 
whole-grain cereals — wheat, oats, 
corn, barley and rice—are among the 
best of the energy producers. 

Another new poster and its ac¬ 
companying payroll insert advises 
that nourishing in-between-meal 
snacks are beneficial to industrial 
workers. Such snacks result in less 
fatigue due to monotony and rou¬ 
tine, and more energy and improved 
health and efficiency. 

The best time for a light snack is 
about an hour-and-a-half before lunch 
and about two hours after lunch. It 
is stated, however, that the size of 
the snack and the time it is eaten 
depend on hoiirs of work at the plant, 
the type ^of labor involved and the 
kind of meals eaten at home. 

The pamphlet lists three nourishing 
snacks—milk and whcle-wheat sand¬ 
wich; whole-wheat doughnut and

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CANADIAN FARMERS TOOK A 
REDUCTION IN INCOME FOR THE 
FIRST SIX MONTHS OF THIS TEAR 


OTTAWA.—Canadian farmers took j 
a $62,000,000 reduction in income for! 
the first six months of this year com* | 
/pared with the same period of 1944 i 
and predictions were that farm in-] 
come for the whole year would be | 
“moderately below” that of last j 
year’s record $764,000,000. 

The quarterly bulletin of agricul¬ 
tural statistics issued by the Dominion I 
bureau of statistics Saturday said 
rash income from the sale of farm 
products in Canada for the first six 
months of 1?45 was $702,000,000 
compared with approximately $764,- 
000,000 in the same period last year. 
And except for a small amount in 
Nova Scotia, the three prairie prov¬ 
inces accounted for all the decrease. 

The largest decrease in income was 
$51,000,000 in Saskatchewan, fol¬ 
lowed by a decrease of $25,000,000 in 
Alberta and $14,000,000 decrease in 
Manitoba compared with 1944 farm 
income figures. 

" The bulletin said these declines 
were offset in part by increases in 
other provinces. 

Decreases in prairie farm incomes 
was chiefly due to "reductions in 
marketing of wheat and hogs dur¬ 
ing the first half of 1945,” the bulle¬ 
tin said. “However, increased mar¬ 
ketings, chiefly of cattle and calves 
and of oats, helped to offset part of 
the decline. 

“The prospect of a reduced pro¬ 
duction of field crop indicates that 
\ marketings from this source during 
\ the last six months of 1945 will be 
substantially lower than during the 
last half of 1944,” the bulletin said. 

"Income from livestock products 
may not change greatly as the ex¬ 
pected decline in sales of hogs may 
be offset by heavier marketings of 
cattle and calves. 

“Thus, with a lower income al¬ 
ready established for the first six 
months of the year, -it seems prob¬ 
able that the income of Canadian 
farmers in 1945 will be moderately 


VfiSIT UNLIKELY 

Princess Elizabeth’s Trip To Canada 

Regarded As Inappropriate Now 

LONDON.—Reports that Princess 
Elizabeth -will shortly visit Canada 
and U.S.A. are now discounted here. 
Su:h a visit is regarded as inappro¬ 
priate in view of the shipping situa¬ 
tion. It is felt, also, that it might 
involve the risk of criticism on the 
grounds that many soldiers' wives 
and families are awaiting passage. 

Public reaction to the rumors con¬ 
cerning the visit apparently have 
been studied both at Buckingham 
palace and by the Labor government. 

Among the Labor leaders there 
seems to be a difference of opinion 
as to whether it is wise at present to 
build up the princess in a role com¬ 
parable to that of Empire salesman 
played by Edward when heir to the 
throne. At the moment, however, 
it is understood that the opinion of 
Labor is that the risk is great that 
a visit of the princess to U.S.A. 
might be construed as an attempt to 
influence negotiations at Washington 
and Ottawa which are necessary for 
British reconstruction. 


SHOWS A DECLINE 

Wool Production Down Owing To 
Fewer Sheep On Farms 

OTTAWA. — Pure wcol socks, 
sweaters, gloves—items of. clothing 
popular with most members of the 
family—are still going to be difficult 
to buy even though the war is now 
over. 

Reason for this is that Canada is 
anticipating a reduction in the num¬ 
ber cf sheep on farms next year, and I 
that means a decline in wool pro- j 
duction. Manufacturers state the 
production of wpollen garments forj 
the civilian trade has been somewhat 
better since the cessation of hostili¬ 
ties, but the available supply is far 
short cf the demand. 

Even though a large number of 
woollen garments and a large amount 
of wcol for manufacturing purposes 
is imported, there is still a serious 
shortage in Canada. A drop in this ; 
country’s wool production will not I 
help the situation. 

Marketings of sheep in Canada are j ( 
expected to total 1,100,000 head in j'

PRICE INCREASES 

Authorized On Prunes And Raisins 
Imported From California 

OTTAWA.—Price increases have 
been authorized on the sale of the 
new crop of imperted California 
prunes and raisins which come on the 
market during the next few weeks, 
the prices board announced. 

There has been a substantial in-! 
crease in California prices since 19411 
and the decision has been taken to 
pass on a portion of this increase 
the beard said. Prices to consumers 
will be about 3 1 ;. cents per pound 
higher, but considerably below the 
increases which have occurred in the 
United States. 


LONDON. — Veteran battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines 
of Britain’s navy, which have made 
naval history in two wars but now 
are obsolete, will probably be scrapped | 
shortly, an admiralty spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman added that al¬ 
though no official lists of the “con¬ 
demned” ships had been issued, there 
was a strong possibility that some 
of the First Great war battleships of 
the “R" class—which includes the 
Ramillies (laid down in 1916), the!

WILLING TO REDUCE TARIFFS 
WITH ADEQUATE COMPENSATION 



SELF-RULE FOR INDIA 

Will Be Granted As Soon As A 
Suitable Constitution Is Adopted 
LONDON.—The British govern¬ 
ment reaffirmed its promise of self- 
rule for India, but warned simul¬ 
taneously that it would resist any 
attempt to resolve the issue by force. 

In a statement of policy read in 
both houses of parliament, the Labor 
government promised to turn the 
reins over to the Indians when a 
suitable constitution is adopted. But 
establishment of a continued assembly 
can scarcely be contemplated before 
the Indian elections next spring, the 
statement said.
